Neen  Savage,  or  Upper  Neen  (so  called  to  distinguish  it  from  Neen 
Sollars  or  Lower  Neen),  is  a  parish  situate  on  the  river  Rea,  about  a  mile 
north  of  Cleobury  Mortimer.  It  includes  the  Domesday  manors  of 
Stepple,  Detton  (formerly  Dodintone),  Baveney,  and  Wall  Town,  and 
the  hamlets  of  Overwood  and  Baveney  Wood.  It  is  in  the  diocese  of 
Hereford,  archdeaconry  of  Ludlow,  and  rural-deanery  of  Stottesdon. 
The  parish  contains  3,808  acres,  and  the  population  in  191 1  was  385  ; 
and  it  lies  in  the  Hundred  of  Stottesdon.  The  word  Neen  probably  means 
stream  or  river,  and  is  akin  to  the  Welsh  Nant.  The  river  Rea,  which  also 
means  stream,  was  sometimes  called  The  Neen. 

At  the  Conquest,  Neen  Savage  was  held  by  Huni  or  Hunit,  a  freeman  ; 
hence  it  was  sometimes  called  Hundesnene  or  Hunesnene,  that  is,  Hunit's- 
Nene.  At  the  time  of  the  Domesday  Survey,  Ralph  de  Mortimer  held 
Nene  of  the  King,  and  Ingelrann  held  it  under  him.  It  was  a  manor  of 
four  hides  ;  there  was  arable  land  sufficient  for  five  ox- teams  ;  in  demesne 
there  was  one  team  and  four  serfs  ;  and  three  villains  and  three  boors 
had  one  team.    There  was  also  a  mill  of  the  annual  value  of  two  shillings. 

From  Ingelrann,  the  Manor  of  Nene  passed  to  the  family  of  Le 
Savage, — presumably  his  descendants, — and  it  became  known  as  Neen 
Savage,  to  distinguish  it  from  Richard's  Neen  and  from  Neen  Sollars, 
both  called  Nene  at  Domesday,  and  both  in  the  Hundred  of  Condetret. 
In  the  time  of  Henry  II.,  William  le  Savage  held  under  Mortimer  the  three 
manors  of  Eudon  Savage,  Neen  Savage,  and  Walton  Savage.  He  left  a 
son  and  heir  Adam,  who  was  succeeded  by  a  son  of  the  same  name. 
This  second  Adam  le  Savage  was  dead  in  1221  without  issue,  when  his  six 
sisters  became  his  representatives.  Three  of  these  were  Christiana  le 
Savage,  Margery,  wife  of  Walter  de  Verdun,  and  Rohese  de  Pedewurdin. 
Other  sisters  apparently  married  a  de  St.  George  and  a  de  Overton, 
whilst  Adam  de  Eudon  was  clearly  the  son  of  another  sister.  About 
1240  Adam  de  Eudon  gave  to  Sir  Ralph  de  Mortimer  all  his  land  in  the 
Manor  of  Neine,  and  quit-claimed  to  him  all  his  right  in  the  inheritance 
of  his  uncle  Adam  le  Savage.  In  the  Hundred  Roll  of  1255,  William  de 
St.  George  is  stated  to  be  lord  of  Neen  Savage,  together  with  Geoffrey  de 
Overton.  There  were  2%  hides  of  land,  of  which  three-fourths  belonged 
to  de  St.  George  and  one-fourth  to  de  Overton  ;  these  hides  formed  half 
a  knight's  fee,  and  were  held  in  chief  of  Roger  de  Mortimer,  by  service 
of  doing  ward  at  Wigmore  Castle  for  fifteen  days  in  time  of  war  between 
England  and  Wales.  (Eyton  IV.,  232.)  In  1304,  on  the  death  of  Edmund 
de  Mortimer,  John  de  St.  George  occurs  as  tenant  of  one  knight's  fee  in 
Eudon  George  and  Neen  Savage.  In  1362,  John  de  St.  George  is  stated 
to  have  held  these  manors.  In  the  Calendar  of  Knights'  fees  of  Edmund, 
Earl  of  March,  in  1414,  John  de  St.  George  is  said  to  hold  under  him  a 
knight's  fee  in  Neen  Savage  and  Eudon  George,  the  value  of  which  was 
extended  at  the  sum  of  100s. 

The  family  of  de  St.  George  continued  to  hold  the  manor  until  the 
beginning  of  the  16th  century,  when  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  heir  of  Wil- 
liam de  St.  George  married  Richard  Kettleby,  and  carried  the  estates  into 
that  family.  In  1704,  the  manor  of  Neen  Savage  was  purchased  from 
the  family  of  Kettleby  by  John  Soley,  of  Sambourne,  near  Bewdley, 
though  as  late  as  1732  it  occurs  in  conveyances  of  the  Kettleby  estates.

It  continued  in  the  Soley  family  until  the  19th  century.  (Blakeway 
MSS.  22,  pages  104— 113)  The  Soleys  are  buried  at  Ribbesford. 
John  Soley,  the  last  of  the  family,  left  Neen  by  his  will  to  Challenor  Ogle, 
on  whose  death  without  issue  it  passed  to  Thomas  Barwick  Lloyd  Baker 
of  Hardwicke  Court  (whose  father,  Thomas  John  Lloyd  Baker,  was  second 
cousin  of  John  Soley),  and  it  is  now  the  property  of  his  grandson  Captain 
Michael  Granville  Lloyd-Baker. 

In  1544,  tne  King  granted  to  Robert  Purslow  a  messuage  in  Neen 
Savage.  John  Purslow  of  Sidbury  died  11  April,  1593,  seised  of  a  water 
mill  for  corn,  a  water  mill  called  blades  mill  (for  grinding  scythes),  and 
a  barn  called  Abbots  barn  in  Neen  Savage. 

A  branch  of  the  ancient  family  of  Berkeley  had  property  in  this 
parish  ;  it  was  sold  by  Agnes,  widow  of  Richard  de  Kenabelle,  and  sister 
of  Arnold  de  Berkeley,  to  Roger  de  Mortimer.  In  the  Church  were  a  few 
tiles  impressed  with  the  arms  of  the  Berkeleys,  which  a  former  vicar 
caused  to  be  fixed  immediately  under  the  Communion  Table,  but  these 
were  replaced  in  1881  by  modern  tiles. 

In  the  17th  century  there  must  have  been  many  gentlemen  residing 
at  Neen  Savage,  as  is  evident  from  the  houses  which  stood  at  Stepple. 
Detton,  Nethercot,  Overwood,  Elcot,  Wall  Town,  The  Lodge,  Stonehouse, 
and  elsewhere  in  the  parish. 


Stepple  in  1066  was  held  by  Godric,  a  freeman.  At  Domesday  it  was 
held  by  Ralph  de  Mortimer  of  the  King,  and  Goisfrid  was  his  under-tenant. 
There  was  one  hide  and  a  half.  The  arable  land  was  sufficient  for  four 
ox-teams.  In  demesne  was  one  team,  and  there  were  three  serfs  and 
six  boors  with  one  team.  At  the  Conquest  it  was  worth  12s.  a  year,  but 
afterwards,  and  in  1086,  only  7s.  In  Testa  de  Nevill,  Ernulf  de  Kamape 
held  La  Steple  under  Mortimer  as  one- third  of  a  Knight's  fee.  The 
Savages  also  had  some  interest  in  Stepple,  as  about  1240  William  de 
St.  George  quit-claimed  to  Ralph  de  Mortimer.  After  this  surrender 
it  was  held  by  one  Ernulph  de  Kainam,  and  afterwards  by  a  family 
called  de  la  Stepple,  who  were  the  under-tenants  in  the  13th  and  14th 
centuries.  (Eyton  IV.,  239.)  In  1414  John  St.  George  held  the  third 
part  of  a  knight's  fee  in  Steple,  which  Walter  de  Stepple  formerly  held. 
In  the  reign  of  Elizabeth,  the  manor  and  estates  of  Stepple  became  the 
property  of  Thomas  Kettleby,  and  continued  in  his  family  for  six  or  seven 
generations.  On  the  death  of  James  Kettleby  in  1733,  the  estates  were 
sold  under  a  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery.  That  part  which  lies  on 
the  north  side  of  the  river  Rea  was  sold  to  the  family  of  Child  of  Kinlet, 
whilst  that  on  the  south  side  of  the  river  was  sold  to  William  Wheeler 
and  .  .  .  Barnard.  Mr.  Wheeler  newly  fronted  the  ancient  manor- 
house,  and  afterwards,  in  181 6,  sold  the  manor  hall  and  estates  to  Thomas 
Lambert  Hall.8 

The  old  Hall  was,  says  Blakeway,  a  respectable  mansion,  and  still 
retained  traces  of  having  once  been  the  residence  of  a  gentleman  of 
fortune.  A  pair  of  massive  old-fashioned  stone  gate  posts,  surmounted 
by  large  balls,  led  to  the  house.  The  extensive  garden  had  been  walled. 
Vestiges  of  fish-ponds  and  a  deep  moat  were  yet  visible.  In  front  was  a 
picturesque  porch  erected  by  Thomas  Kettilby  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VII., 
ornamented  with  sculpture,  and  bearing  the  Cross  of  St.  George  and  the

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letters  "  T.  Kettilby."  The  great  door  bore  within  it  a  smaller  door 
for  general  use.  In  the  more  ancient  part  of  the  house  was  the  entrance 
to  the  domestic  Chapel.  All  this  was  destroyed,  and  a  substantial  modern 
house  erected  in  its  room.1 

The  small  unsold  residue  of  Stepple  passed  to  the  Kettlebys  of 
Bitterley,  and  descended  to  Maria,  wife  of  Thomas  Rundall  of  Bath. 
The  Somers  Cocks  family  afterwards  became  possessed  of  Stepple. 

Robert  Stopford  Woodward,  esq.,  is  the  present  owner.  Mr.  Hall 
had  two  Paper  Mills  as  Stepple,  which  were  destroyed  by  fire  ;  this  property 
belongs  to  Michael  Tomkinson,  esq.,  of  Franche  Hall.  Stepple  is  the 
"  steep  lea  "  or  steep  pasture,  a  name  which  describes  its  situation  ;  it 
forms  the  bottom  of  the  gradual  declivity  of  Catherton  Clee. 

Mr.  Tomkinson  also  owns  Overwood,  which  is  one  of  the  old  houses 
and  properties  in  the  parish. 

Detton  is  called  Dodintone  in  Domesday  Book.  It  probably  points  to 
some  early  settler,  and  means  Doda's  town.  Rainald  the  Sheriff  held  it 
of  Earl  Roger  de  Montgomery,  and  Robert  was  his  under-tenant.  There 
were  two  hides.  In  demesne  were  two  ox- teams  and  seven  serfs  ;  and 
one  villain  four  boors  and  one  radman  had  one  team.  In  1066  it  was 
held  for  two  manors  by  Eluuard  and  Elric,  two  freemen,  and  was  worth 
24s.  per  annum.  Rainald  found  it  waste,  and  in  1086  it  was  worth  only 
fifteen  shillings.  It  afterwards  passed  to  the  de  Cunedoure  family, 
whose  descendants  assumed  the  name  of  Dodinton.  In  1316  John  de 
Dodinton  was  lord  of  this  Vill.  (Eyton  IV.,  281.)  Rainald  the  Sheriff 
was  succeeded  in  his  overlordship  by  the  Fitz  Alans.  The  pedigree  of 
Dodington  was  entered  at  the  Visitation  of  1623.  (Harleian  Society, 
vol.  xxviii,  pp.  165 — 166).  The  Dodingtons  (or  Dettons)  sold  their  estate 
to  a  family  who  were  ancestors  of  the  Congreves,  from  whom  it  passed  by 
a  female  to  the  family  of  Marshall.  John  Marshall  of  Bradney  in  Wor- 
field  parish  sold  Detton  Hall,  manor  and  estate,  to  Thomas  Botfield  of 
Hopton  Court.  (Hardwicke's  MSS.)  There  was  anciently  a  Chapel  at 
Detton,  some  remains  of  which  were  existent  in  the  last  century.  (Duke's 
Antiquities,  1844,  App.  xii.)  Detton  Hall  and  estate  now  belong  to 
Robert  Stopford  Woodward,  esq.,  of  Hopton  Court. 

Baveney,  called  Barbingi  in  Domesday  Book,  in  1066  was  held  by 
Alsi  and  Fech  for  two  manors,  and  was  worth  10s.  per  annum.  Fech  also 
held  a  manor  in  Mawley,  and  was  Saxon  lord  of  Broc  in  Worcestershire. 
In  1086  Barbingi  was  held  by  Ralph  de  Mortimer  of  Earl  Roger  de 
Montgomery,  and  Fech  was  his  under-tenant.  It  was  a  manor  of  half  a 
hide,  one  half  of  which  used  to  lie  in  Cleobury  Mortimer.  Two  radmans 
and  two  boors  had  one  team,  and  its  annual  value  was  6s. 

Baveney  soon  came  to  be  held  under  Mortimer  by  a  family  called 
de  Ribbesford,  who  were  also  Mortimer's  feoffees  of  Ribbesford  in 
Worcestershire.  Simon  de  Ribbeford  occurs  as  Roger  de  Mortimer's 
seneschal  in  1179.  In  1295,  William  de  Bardeleye  held  a  tenement  in 
Balbeneye  under  Sir  Henry  de  Ribbeford,  and  Richard  de  Bardeleye, 
then  under  two  years  of  age,  was  his  son  and  heir.  In  1304  Sir  Henry 
de  Ribbeford  was  found  to  hold  Babbeney  by  the  service  of  a  third  part 
of  a  knight's  fee.  Baveney  eventually  passed  from  the  de  Ribbesfords 
to  the  Foxcotes.  It  afterwards  came  to  the  Soleys,  and  passed  (with 
the  manor  of  Neen  Savage)  under  the  Will  of  John  Soley  to  Challenor 
Ogle,  and  on  his  death  to  the  Bakers,  and  it  is  now,  with  Elcote, 
Nethercote,  and  the  Nash,  the  property  of  Captain  M.  G.  Lloyd-Baker.

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One  of  William  Mytton's  MSS.  states  that  a  gold  coin  of  Tiberius 
was  found  in  Baveney  Wood  in  the  high  road  after  a  violent  storm  of 
rain. 


At  Wall  Town  are  the  fragments  of  an  ancient  camp,  400  feet 
square,  with  rounded  corners,  of  single  vallum  and  fosse.  It  is  the  best 
type  of  the  simple  defensive  rectangular  inclosures  of  the  Romano- 
British  period,  though  sadly  mutilated  by  the  road  to  Bridgnorth,  which 
runs  through  it,  and  a  farm  situated  within  its  area.  A  rampart  rises 
6  feet  on  the  south,  and  the  fosse  is  6  feet  deep,  whilst  at  the  north-west 
the  vallum  is  12  feet  high.1  The  old  road  from  Bridgnorth  to  Cleobury 
Mortimer  passed  right  through  the  centre,  entering  at  the  Praetorian 
and  passing  out  at  the  Decuman  Gate  ;  the  present  road  goes  out  at  the 
south-east  corDer.2  Wall  Town  was  probably  destroyed  by  fire,  for  on 
digging  out  the  cellar  of  the  present  farmhouse  the  soil  was  observed  to 
be  very  black,  and  was  evidently  mixed  with  charcoal.  It  is  bounded  on 
the  south  by  the  little  brook  Baveney,  and  was  formerly  heavily  timbered, 
but  most  of  the  trees  have  been  cut  down. 

Wall  Town  in  1665  was  held  by  Uluric,  and  it  was  worth  6s.  per 
annum.  At  Domesday  Ralph  de  Mortimer  held  Walle  of  Earl  Roger, 
and  Richard  was  his  under-tenant.  It  was  a  manor  of  one  hide  geldable. 
There  was  arable  land  sufficient  for  two  ox-teams,  but  there  was  only  one 
team  with  eleven  neatherds.  It  was  worth  8s.  per  annum.  In  1248, 
Arnald  de  Berkele  obtained  by  fine  half  a  virgate  of  land  in  La  Walle 
from  Robert  Lune  and  Juliana  his  wife,  for  which  Arnald  gave  them  ten 
marks.  Soon  after  1270,  William  Faber  of  Nethercote  quit-claimed  to 
Roger  de  Mortimer  that  land  in  La  Walle  which  he  had  bought  of  the  said 
Roger.  William  de  la  Stepple,  John  de  Malleye,  John  de  Beaulieu, 
Nicholas  de  Hyntes,  William  de  Foxcote,  and  Nicholas  de  Eldecote  were 
the  witnesses  to  this  deed.  About  the  same  time  Agnes  widow  of  Richard 
de  Kenebelle  quit-claimed  to  Roger  de  Mortimer  all  her  right  in  certain 
lands  lying  in  Rochull-a-la- Walle,  Eldecote  (Elcott),  Nene  and  Fencote, 
and  whatever  her  brother  Ernald  de  Berkeley  held  in  Shropshire.  (Eyton 
IV.,  274.) 

Wall  Town  presumably  was  purchased  by  the  Blounts,  and  from 
them  passed  to  the  Lacons,  and  ultimately  came  to  the  Childes,  with  the 
Kinlet  estates.  It  still  belongs  to  the  family  of  Childe,  of  Kinlet  Hall, 
as  also  do  Cleobury  Lodge  Farm  and  Lady  Wood.  It  is  believed  that 
the  rest  of  the  Lacon  estates  in  Neen  Savage  were  sold  by  Sir  Francis 
Lacon  and  Rowland  Lacon  his  eldest  son,  about  1645,  in  order  to  pay  debts 
contracted  in  assisting  the  Royalist  cause. 

In  1327  the  following  inhabitants  of  Neen  Sauagcs  were  assessed  to 
the  Subsidy  : — John  de  Fylilodc,  William  Boterel,  Geoffrey  de  North- 
groue,  John  Mylet,  William  Mol,  Richard  dc  Edlccote,  William  atte  Lowe, 
William  Frere,  William  le  Strongge,  William  de  Eucnefeld,  Richard  le 
Palmer,  Roger  de  Westvvoode,  and  John  Daueys  and  Adam  Catel  the 
collectors  of  the  Tax. 

In  September,  t66l,  Francis  Lacon  of  Neen  Savage,  gentleman, 
subscribed  Os.  8d.  to  the  Free  and  Voluntary  Present  to  King  Charles. 
He  was  a  younger  son  of  .Sir  Francis  Lacon,  and  lived  at  The  Lodge. 
Three  of  his  children  were  baptized  at  Neen  Savage  1648-1O55.  He 
was  buried  at  Kinlet  in  his  father's  grave  in  1663.

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THE  CHURCH. 

Neen  Savage  Church  was  given  to  Wigmore  Abbey  by  Hugh  de 
Mortimer  in  1179.  A  hundred  years  later  the  Abbots'  Rectorial  interest 
was  valued  at  /6  13s.  ^d.,  whilst  the  Vicar's  portion  was  less  than  £4. 
In  1534 — 5  Vicar's  preferment  was  valued  at  £5  7s.  6d.,  out  of  which  he 
paid  a  pension  of  13s.  4d.  to  the  Abbot,  and  7s.  8d.  for  Archdeacon's 
Procurations  and  Synodals.  For  350  years  the  Abbey  presented  to  the 
Vicarage.  In  1529  and  later  they  granted  the  patronage  to  private 
persons.  On  the  dissolution  of  Wigmore  Abbey,  the  patronage  of  the 
advowson  reverted  to  the  Crown.  In  14  James  I.  (1617^  it  was  granted 
to  William  Rodes.  In  1630  the  advowson  is  stated  to  have  been  sold 
for  /80.  It  again  came  to  the  Crown,  and  is  in  the  gift  of  the  Lord 
Chancellor. 

The  Church,  which  is  dedicated  to  St.  Mary,  consists  of  chancel  and 
nave  of  the  latter  part  of  the  Norman  period,  western  tower  a  little  later 
in  date,  and  16th  century  porch.  In  the  east  wall  are  three  round-headed 
Norman  windows  ;  in  the  chancel  are  two  other  Norman  windows,  and  one 
in  the  north  wall  of  the  nave.  In  the  south  wall  is  a  late  13th  century 
window  of  plate  tracery  character  with  a  trefoil  arch.  In  the  north  wall 
of  the  chancel  is  a  15th  century  broad  light ;  and  in  the  south  wall  of 
the  nave  is  a  late  perpendicular  three-light  window  with  a  square  head. 
The  main  doorway  in  the  south  wall  is  late  13th  or  14th  century  ;  and 
there  is  a  Priest's  doorway.  There  are  two  piscinae  and  two  aumbries  ; 
and  a  fine  rood-screen  of  15th  century  work.  The  roof  is  also  mainly 
15th  century.1  The  font  is  modern.  In  1825,  the  wooden  spire  was 
struck  by  lightning  and  burnt,  and  was  not  replaced.  The  bells  at  the 
same  time  were  melted.  The  Church  was  restored  in  1882,  at  a  cost  of 
^1,300,  raised  by  subscription. 

A  MS.  in  the  British  Museum2  gives  the  following  Monumental 
Inscriptions  as  being  in  Neen  Savage  Church  : — 

Round  a  slab  :    "  Here  lies  Martha,  daughter  and  heir  of  Geo. 

B  .  .  shop,  Alderman  of  T  Detton,  gent.,  who  departed  this  life 

 son  17  weeks  old."    In  the  centre  :    "  Pura  mundo  pia  Deo 

conjugi  constans  chara  meo  morti  cessi  .  .  .  ."3. 

"  Charles  Swettenham,  esq.,  brother  to  Elizabeth  Kettleby,  wife  to 
James  Kettleby  of  Stepple  Hall,  interred  Sept.  30,  a.d.,  1676." 

"  Thomas  Kettleby  died  March,  a.d.,  1682." 

On  a  slab  in  the  Church  :  "  Thomas,  son  of  John  Watts,  died  Sept. 
21,  1764,  aet.  27." 

Outside  the  Church,  against  the  south  wall  of  the  Chancel :  "  Conjux 
Gulielmi  Watts  hujus  parochie,  relict'  Reverendi  Gulielmi  Bowles,  pastoris 
de  Enfield  com.  Staff,  ob.  26  June,  1726,  set.  56." 

"  Mr.  William  Watts,  gent.,  died  Dec.  9,  1757,  aet.  80."* 

To  these  should  be  added  a  tablet  to  Richard  Hinckesman,  1782, 
and  other  members  of  his  family.  A  brass  plate  in  the  floor  of  the  Chancel 
is  "  In  memory  of  C.  R.  Somers  Cocks,  Vicar  for  33  years."  A  tile  in 
the  Chancel,  marking  an  old  slab,  has  "  T.K.,  1682."

the  Stonehouse. 
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The  Inventory  of  Church  Goods  taken  in  1553  gives  for  Nyen  Savage 
"  three  bells,  a  chalyce  of  sylver  wt.  a  patent."  In  returns  of  1740  and 
1752  there  were  still  "  3  bells."  There  are  now  two  bells.  The  large  one 
was  cast  by  Rudhall  in  1829,  and  has  on  it  the  names  of  "  The  Revd. 
James  Somers  Cocks,  Vicar,  Thos.  Pardoe  and  Edwd.  Farmer,  Church- 
wardens." The  smaller  bell  is  hung  in  the  window  and  bears  no  inscrip- 
tion. 

At  the  Religious  Census  of  Shropshire  made  in  1676  there  were  in 
Neen  Savage  194  Conformists  and  6  Papists.  The  population  would 
then  probably  be  about  400.  In  1801  there  were  469  inhabitants,  and 
in  1841  the  population  had  increased  to  490. 

During  the  Commonwealth,  when  Presbyterianism  was  in  the 
ascendancy,  Upper  Neene  was  included  in  the  Fifth  Classical  Presbytery.

CHARITIES. 

The  Charity  Commissioners'  Report,  1840,  mentions  the  following 
Charities  bequeathed  to  Neen  Savage  : — 

Richard  Edwards,1  who  died  6  July,  1730,  by  his  will  gave  to  his 
nephew  Richard  Edwards,  to  John  Hinckesman,  and  to  the  Minister  and 
Churchwardens  of  Neen  Savage,  ^400  in  trust  to  lay  out  the  same  in  the 
purchase  of  land  or  on  mortgage,  and  to  pay  the  same  to  some  good  school- 
master to  teach  20  poor  boys  of  the  parish.  Seventeen  acres  of  land  at 
Stottesdcn  was  bought  with  part  of  the  money,  and  the  rest  placed  out 
at  interest. 

Richard  Hinckesman,  by  his  Will  dated  30  April,  1780,  charged  his 
lands  at  Detton  with  the  annual  payment  of  6s.  8d.  to  the  Minister  for 
presu  lung  a  sermon  on  August  7th,  and  13s.  4d.  to  be  distributed  amongst 
ten  poor  widows. 


1  Perhaps  the  Richard  Edwards  who  was  baptized  at  Neen  Savage  on  21  April,  1668. 
There  is  a  monument  in  Chesterton  Church  to  his  memory. 
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John  Longmore,  by  his  Will  dated  7  November,  1835,  left  £500  to  be 
invested,  the  dividends  to  be  expended  in  bread  and  distributed  to  the 
poor  every  Sunday. 

The  Rev.  C.  R.  Somers  Cocks  left  by  his  Will  in  1876  £250  Consols, 
the  proceeds  to  be  distributed  in  blankets  and  flannel. 

Thomas  Hill  left  by  his  Will  in  1877  ^150,  the  proceeds  to  be  dis- 
tributed amongst  the  poor. 


REGISTERS. 

The  Parish  Register  Abstract  of  1831  gives  this  information  about 
the  Registers  : — "  Neen  Savage  V.,  Nos.  I.,  II.,  Bap.,  Bur.,  1575-1760; 
Marr.,  1575-1753.  Nos.  III.,  IV.,  Bap.,  Bur.,  1761-1812.  No.  V.,  Marr., 
1756-1812." 

Volume  I.  is  a  book  of  vellum  leaves  bound  in  a  parchment  cover. 
It  contains  entries  of  baptisms,  marriages  and  burials  from  1575  to  1719- 
20.  The  Churchwardens  sign  each  year  to  1640,  and  from  1660  to  171 8. 
During  the  Commonwealth  period  entries  are  given  as  usual. 

Volume  II.  is  a  book  of  vellum  leaves  in  a  leather  cover,  and  contains 
entries  of  baptisms  and  burials  from  1720  to  1760,  marriages  to  1753. 
The  Churchwardens  sign  most  years  throughout  this  book. 

Volume  III.  contains  parchment  leaves  in  a  leather  cover,  and  has 
entries  of  baptisms  and  burials  from  1761  to  1778. 

Volume  IV.  is  a  similar  book,  and  contains  entries  of  baptisms  and 
burials  from  1778  to  1 812.  At  the  beginning  of  the  volume  is  a  list  of 
Vicars  from  1575  to  1897  in  a  modern  handwriting.  There  are  several 
Inductions  of  Incumbents  in  this  volume,  and  at  the  end  the  appointment 
of  Benjamin  Watts  as  Parish  Clerk,  8  January,  1758,  is  pasted  in. 

Volume  V.  is  the  usual  printed  form  of  Marriage  Register.  It  consists 
of  paper  leaves  in  a  parchment  cover,  and  extends  from  i754  toi8i2.  A 
plan  of  seats  allotted  in  the  Church,  dated  11  July,  1791,  is  pasted  on  the 
fly-leaf  at  the  beginning. 

There  is  also  a  volume  of  Churchwardens  and  Overseers'  Accounts, 
1710  to  1758. 

The  most  important  families  that  occur  in  the  earlier  Registers,  are 
those  of  Kettleby  and  Detton.  The  families  of  Thorneton,  Manynge, 
Lacon,  Hailes,  Hill,  Soley,  Corbin,  Watts,  Hinckesman,  and  Wheeler 
are  usually  styled  "  Mr."  or  "  gentleman." 

For  this  Register  the  Society  is  indebted  to  the  generosity  of  the 
late  Mrs.  Seymour.    It  forms  part  of  her  gift  to  the  Society. 

The  Registers  were  transcribed  by  Mr.  T.  R.  Horton,  and  collated 
by  the  Rev.  W.  G.  D.  Fletcher,  who  has  also  seen  them  through  the  press. 
They  are  now  printed  with  the  kind  permission  of  the  Rev.  W.  H.  F. 
Meredith,  the  present  Vicar  of  Neen  Savage.
